Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.}—A 
determined attack is being made by business 
interests in Chicago, Minneapolis, and other 
western points upon rates charged by ex- 
press companies for the transportation of 
goods. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has begun an Investigation of the com- 
plaints filed, and in deciding whether the 
rates imposed are just and reasonable it is 
expected that facta which will be useful in 
fixing the future relations of the federal 
government and express companies will be 
gathered, 

Undoubtedly the work of the commission 
will be facilitated by a lega) struggie which 
has been precipitated in New York by stock- 
holders of the United States Express com- 
pany to oust former Senator Thomas C. Piatt 
from the presidency of that corporation. 

This company has a tota! mileage of 30,250 
miles, including electric roads and steam- 
boats. In the area of its service, it is ex- 
ceeded by the Wells-Fargo company with a

Huge Express Business Done. 

All told there are eighty-five express com- 
panies doing an interstate business in this 
country. The five companies whose names 
are given transport in a single year more 
than 100,000,000 packages of merchandise and 
more than 20,000,000 packages of money, and 
employ 35,000 local agents, besides a large 
number of superintendents, route agents, 
messengers, etc. 

There is no question as to the tremendous 
profits of these concerns. The Adams Ex- 
press company has a capital stock of §12,000,- 
000 anda bonded indebtedness of $12,000,000. 
The capital stock of the American Express 
company is $18,000,000, of Wells, Fargo & Co. 
$8,000,000, and of the Pacific Express com- 


are ide wae 
pany for 1907 

The operating expenses of the aot named 
company for the same period amounted to 
$16,969,681. Its net earnings and income 
from investments produced for it a profit of 
$939,800. In connection with the expenses; it 
is significant that the salaries paid amounted 
to $3,680,000, and it hardly is necessary to 
say that agents, messengers, drivers, etc., 
did not fare in the distribution of this sum 
comparatively as well as the officials. The 
Adams Express company enjoyed in 1006 a 
net income of more than $4,000,000 annually, 
but claims now that it has nothing like this 
amount: The net Income of the American 
Express company is $3,200,000; that of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. over $3,000,000, and that of the 
Pacific Express company $583,000. 


Would Not Hamper Companies. 
There is no thought on the part of the com- 
mission or any one else of handicapping the 
express companies in their business. As its 
name indicates, the express service is in- 
tended to insure expedition, and whatever 
interferes with the promptitude of the serv- 


decreases its value to the public, An enter- 
prising merchant desiring to make a sale 
at a specified time can afford to pay some- 
thing for speedy transportation rather than 
to lose the business. 

The risk involved in the conduct of the 
business, however, is exceedingly small. A 
certain liability exists for loss or damage to 
property in transit, but the reports of the 
companies show that this is not higher than 
1.21 per cent of the total earnings. The ex- 
press companies enter Into agreements with 
the railroads under which they pay the latter 


the company, now amounting to between 45 
and 55 per cent. 

The only property the express company de- 
votes to the service is the personal property 
required for the furnishing of Its offices and 
for the collecting, delivering, and handling of 
express matter. The Adams Express com- 
pany reported turee years ago that the value 
of its property and effects was $2,800,000; the 
Wells-Fargo company, $1,600,000; the Amer- 
ican Express company, $1,000,000, and the 
United States Express company, $600,000. 


Not Entitled to High Returns. 

Men of high ability are required to organ- 
ise, systematize, and keep in operation the 
business of these companies. The interstate 
commerce commission in a decision handed 
down last year observed that " the responsi- 
ble officers in control of the operations of 
these enterprises undoubtedly receive ade- 
quate compensation for their services.” it 
also is declared that * we do not feel that any 
extravagant returns should be permitted 
upon the business of these companies, for it 
involves none of the elements which entitle 
an investment to a high return. A sufficient 
profit should bé allowed so thet this impor- 
tant part of the transportation business of

CON P. SHEA STABS A WOMAN 


Former Teamsters’ ‘‘Czar’’ Uses 
Knife During a Quarrel. 


LATEST OF MANY CRIMES. 


Again in Trouble. 


New York, May 21.—[{Special.}—Cornellus 
P. Shea, “czar” of the teamsters during 
the Chicago strike of 1905, tonight stabbed 
and perhaps fatally wounded the woman 
with whom he has been living here. She was 
Alice Walsh of Chicago, who followed Shea 
to New York. 

The attack occurred in the flat in West 
Thirteenth street where they have been liv- 
ing. The woman was terribly hacked and 
cut with a small knife. Her arms, back, 
breast, and face are almost a fretwork of 
wounds and one blow had almost severed 
the jugular vein. 

Shea, whose home is in Boston, where he 
has a wife and three children, came here 
from Chicago five months ago to take charge 
of the teamsters’ strike, which then was 
just beginning against the Rankin stables. 
He was arrested on April 20 in connection 
with some disturbances, but was discharged. 


Both Drank Heavily. 

Shea and the woman took furnished rooms 
at 222 West Thirteenth street. They quar- 
reled frequently and both drank heavily. 
Three weeks ago after a quarrel the woman 
left the house and did not return until about 
three days ago. 

This afternoon others in the house heard 
them quarreling for some time, then Shea 
went downstairs and borrowed a dollar from 
the landlady, Mrs. McKaig. After going out 
and buying some more whisky he returned to 
the rooms and the quarreling recommenced. 

At about 10:30 the sounds changed to 
screams, and a woman in another room 
nearby saw the Walsh woman run out Into 
the hall. Shea grabbed her, dragging her 
back into the room and throwing her vio- 
lently to the floor. Then he slammed the 
door shut. 


Shea Calm with Police. 

A policeman was called and he opened the 
door of the room. Shea had his hat and coat 
on, and started out of the room. 

“ Where are you going?” the policeman 

asked. 

“ With you,” was Shea's answer. 

The woman lay face downward on the 
floor, She was covered with blood, and 
blood smeared Shea’s hands and arms and 
face. The woman was still conscious, and 
told the policeman in answer to his ques- 
tions that Shea had stabbed her. She was 
taken to the hospital and Sheg was locked 
up on a charge of felonious assault. 


WHAT SHEA COST CHICAGO. 
The Chicago career of Shea, when he was 
head of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, was attended by one of the long- 
est and most costly strikes in the history of 
During the summer of 1005 Shea 


lasted 105 days, with a total of 4,620 men out, 
cost the union in benefite and wages $1 0650, 000, 
and cost the employers in cost of protection 
and shrinkage in business a sum estimated 
at $8,000,000. 

The strike resulted in the trial of Shea and 
ten of hig associates on the charge of crim- 
inal conspiracy. The first trial lasted 129 
days and resulted in a disagreement. A sec- 
ond trial resulted in the acquittal of the de- 
fendants. These two trials were the most 
costly to the state of any criminal case ever 
tried in Cook county, the total expense to the 
state being estimated at $75,000. 

The strike of the teamsters followed the 
refusal of wholesale clothing houses to enter 
into @ closed shop egreement with the gar- 
ment workers. The teameters of the house

Long Attempt to Get Jury. 

Shea was brought to trial on Sept. 13, 1006, 
fourteen months after he had been indicted 
by the grand jury. The attempt to get twelve

of the defendants arose pleaded guilty 
to the charges and announced their intention 
to turn state’s evidence. These men were Al- 
bert Young, Joseph Schultz, William Kelly, 
and Michael Murphy. 

The chief revelation of the deeds of Shea 
and his associates, as told by Young, was 
the division of $1,500 bribe money on the 
night before the strike was called. 


Dynamite Plot Falls Through. 

Michael F. Kelly, who.said he was “ time- 
keeper "’ for the Shea “ sluggers “ during the 
strike, told of an alleged plot te dynamite 
the building where 800 strikebreakers were 
quartered. Shea's plan to destroy the strike- 
breakers’ headquarters, he asserted, failed 
because the strike leader could not find any- 
body willing to carry out the plot. 

Even while the strike was in progress, there 
began to circulate many stories of the orgies 
in which Shea took part. Most of these con- 
cerned the happenings at “the old Kén- 
tucky home,” a notorious resort in Indiana 
avenue. 

The tales which later came to light concern- 
ing this place and Shea’s connection with it 
had much to do with weaning away from 
Shea the better part of the teamsters. It 
was shown that during this time Shea's wife 
and children were destitute and suffering in 
Boston. 

After Shea's return to Massachusetts he 
was arrested and punished for deserting his 
wife and children, leaving them in the direst 


poverty. 


REAL ESTATE TAX TOO HIGH,

Cook County Board Also Told Tangled 
Condition of Property Titles De- 
stroys Profits.

Harrison B. Riley, president of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company, declared at the 
dinner of the Cook County Real Estate board 
in the Grand Pacific hotel last night that 
the real estate business was less profitable 
than it would be “if all the promises came 
true.” He had just spoken of changes that 
were necessary in the laws. 

“Taxation on real estate is too high,” he 
declared. ‘‘ Holders of bonds and stocks do 
not pay their share, neither does personal 
property of any character. 

“Tt is a long time between commissions 
and the ghost does not walk often. That is 
because of the tangled condition of titles. 
Legislation changes so much that lawyers 
seldom are well informed.” 

Without mentioning any names, Judge Qut- 
ting urged the real estate men to learn some- 
thing about the candidates before the judicial 
elections. He also advised them to get ac- 

quainted with each other and to regard “' the 
other man as just as truthful as you are.”

Sick horses hébbling about the streets were 
rescued yesterday by threé women of the 
Anti-Cruelty society, who toured severe! dis- 
tricte In an automobile. following the formal 
opening of a “ Haven for Horses” at Bev- 
erly Hills. On their way to and from the in- 
spection the three women—Mrs. Kverett WwW. 
Brooks, Mrs. Robert L. Gifford, and Mrs. E. 
J, Hughes—gave an exhibition of the meth- 
ods being pursued by their branch of the 
Anti-Cruelty society. 

The trip was made in Mrs. Brooks’ automo- 
bile. The chauffeur is a special officer and 
on the seat beside him was a regular police- 
man from the Harrison street station. 

Mrs, Gifford, who is chairman of the com- 
mittee on prosecutions, acted as lookout for 
the party. 

"There's a bilinder,” or “there's a lame 
one,” or “ there’s a sore back,’’ Mrs, Gifford 
would cry. Her announcement acted ‘like 
“ There she blows" upon a whaler. The big 
automobile would come to a sudden stop and 
the two men would approach the driver of the 
horse that seemed in trouble and present a 
card of the Anti-Cruelty society and their 
credentials. 


Insist on Quick Remedy. 

They would examine the horse carefully 
and insist upon whatever was wrong being 
righted at once. In many cases the trouble 
was due to a blinder having become loose 
and flapping against one eye of a horse. The 
policemen insisted on temporary repairs at 
once and a promise to have the harness re- 
paired at the first shop. Twenty drivers 
were stopped during the trip. 

Near Sixty~fifth and Halsted streets, mat- 
ters became exciting for the members of the 
party. One policeman had halted a lame 
horse on the west side of the street, the other 
policeman was insisting that the blinder of 
a horse on the east side be repaired, when a 
heavy team dashed into a rig standigg at the 
curb and threw a horse against an tron trol- 
ley pole. 

Mrs. Gifford jumped from the

Downstate Cities-Join with Chi- 
cago in Cry for Imme- 
diate Relief.

Springfield, Ill., May 21.—[Specia!.}—In an 
effort to save the pieces gut of the charter 
wreckage and to secure increased revenue 
for Chicago a bill is beiig drawn by which it 
is hoped the opposition to Mayor Busse’s 
bond and revenue bills will be placated. The 
city’s only chance of securing financial relief 
now Hes in these measures, which Speaker 
Shurtleff’ worked through the house and 
which are in Senator Gardner's committee in 
the senate. 

They are regarded as hopeless unless a ref- 
erendum bill be passed to require that bond 
issues be subject to a vote of the people be- 
fore becoming effective. Even if they oould 
Pass the senate, which is doubtful, they. 
would be vetoed by the governor. The pe- 
culiarly hazardous condition of the measures 
ig made more dangerous because of the fact 
that while the senate and governor insist that 
@ general referendum bill shal] be passed the 
house is hostile to auch @ measure. 

In the senate the bills are regarded as hope- 
less unless a referendum bill be passed. In 
the house, even to save the bond and revenue 
bills, it is doubted if a referendum measure 
can be passed. The bill which is being drawn 
represents an effort to compromise between 

@ two branches of the legislature. 


- Three Propositions Offered. 

Three propositions are being considered. 
One is that in the referendum bill provision 
shall be made for a submission of the bond 
ordinances for all issued above a certain 
specified amount In any one year. 

Second, that Chicago shall be allowed to 
issue bonds up to a certain specified amount 
without referendum in the period ending with 
the next municipa! election in April. 

The third proposition is that the bond ordi- 
nances when presented to the city council 
shall be printed in the record and then be 
delayed for thirty or sixty days before any 
action may be taken on them by council un- 
less they are to be submitted to a 
vote. 

Any one of these propositions or all three 
of them may be worked into the proposed 
referendum bill, which, if introduced, wil) be 
in charge of Senator Gardner. 

What the répresentatives of the Chicago 
city administration are endeavoring to secure 
is the power to issue some bonds at once 
without waiting for the April election. The 
needs of the city, particularly with regard to 
the new bridges, are represented as being im- 
perative. 

Furthermore, it has been discovered that 
other Illinois cities, the administrations of 
which have joined in asking for the granting 
of increased bonding power, want the right 
to issue some bonds fmmediately. Their in- 
fluence in the house of representatives is con- 
siderable, and it may be thrown against the 
referendum bill unless some such compro- 
mige as has been outlined be agreed on. 

Some Difficulties Faced. 

One difficulty which immediately presents 
itself concerns the drafting of the bill to 
contain such provisions, and yet to keep 
within the constitutional limitctions. 
Whether all these exceptions to a referen- 
dum bill can be placed in such a measure 
is questioned. 

Another difficulty is presented by the fact 
that the referendum advocates in the senate 
are not at all inclined to agree to any such : 
compromise. It may be ‘that the tion 
will prove so great that the Gardner bill 
will not be introduced. In that caso, the 
bond bills either will be abandoned or their 
supporters will get behind the referendum 


it through the senate, and s@nd it over to the 
house to take its chances. | 

If it be passed by the house then the bond 
bills will be called up for passage in the sen- 
ate, it being the plan to place them on the 
calendar where they can be reached easily 
as soon as the house has acted on the other 
measure. 

Quickest Way Most Dangerous. 

It is possible. but is regarded as injudi- 
cious, for the senate to amend the bond bil), 
as passed by the house, to require that all 
bonds issued by the authority this measure 
proposes to grant shall be submitted to the 
vote of the people. This is the quickest way 
but also the most dangerous. The bill, as 
amended, would have to go back tothe house 
for concurrence, and it is pretty well under- 
stood that the lower branch will not accept 
a referendum amendment to the bil! itself, 
no matter what action it might take on the 
separate referendum bill. 

It is to be feared that the prospect is not 
encouraging. There are too many issues and 
questions and policies which have Httle or 
nothing to do with the proposition at stake 
mixed up in it. 

The statement that there is an anti-Chicago 
sentiment in the house, which leads many 
of the members to oppose instinctively any- 
thing which Chicago asks, has been denied 
and will be denied, but whether it be true 
or not the results are about the same. That 
is not So serious an element of danger to the 
Chicago measures as is the politics involved 
in all such legislation. 

Shurtleff Puts Bond Bills Through. 

The bond and revenue bills went through 
the house, having been introduced ‘by Speak- 
er Shurtleff, because there was an agree- 
ment between Mr. Shurtleff and Mayor Busse 
which pledged the support of the house or- 
ganization in their behalf. Mr. Shurtlefr

Open Way for Frauds.

Another educational measure which was up 
today was the Holaday county uniformity 
text book bill, which was ordered out favor- 
ably from the house education committee. 
The bill is substantially the Potter bill, de- 
feated in the senate yesterday. 

Representative Tippit introduced a bill this 
afternoon which caused heated discussion 
between himself and Representative Chiper- 
field. The bill would amend the convict labor 
law so as to permit convicts in the southern 
Ijlinois penitentiary to be used under the 
direction of the internal improvement com- 
mission to remove obstructions in some 
southern Illinois rivers in the vicinity of the 
Chester institution. Chiperfieid objected vig- 
orously to any changes in the convict labor 
statutes, and served notice that he would 
fight the bill on second reading, to which the 
bill was sent. 


County Supervisors Get Raise. 

The house passed Representative Link's 
bili raising the pay of members of county 
boards of supervisors 50 cents a day. This 
bill aroused the jesting possibilities of the 
houge, which spent an hour on the roll call.

Canal company had passed the house. 

No definite pledging of capital has been at- 
tempted to’ any extent by James A. Pugh, 
president of the company, because of the 
lack of definite facts and figures for consider- 
ation, but since the enlargement of the plan 
to Ite present $18,000,000 proportions, it is 
said, eastern interests have been sounded as 
to the possibility. of their engaging in the 
enterprise, 

When ‘the project was confined to the e€rec- 
tion of three freight traffic piers—with one of 
them equipped with a second stage for pas- 
senger boats—the limit of the Investment was 
"fixed at $5,000,000, and that amount was 
stated as procurable locally. Now the as- 
surance that even that amount will be ready 
for citation when a statement of financial 
backing is made to the city council has 
waned. 


Comment Deferred by Gurley. 

Attorney W. W. Gurley, who represented 
Mr. Pugh, sald he could not give an 
opinion of the provisions of the Chiper- 
field bill until- he had read the docu- 
ment. He expressed surprise that it had 
passed without comment from Chicago rep- 
resentatives, as it was recognized as in op- 
position to the wishes of the harbor commit- 
tee. 

Besides Mr. Pugh, the only officers of the 
Pugh Terminal company shown by the in- 
corporation papers are Mrs. Pugh and F. H. 
Martin. The company was incorporated to 
take over from the Furniture Exhibition 
eompany—which held all the property cov- 
ered by the Chicago Dock and Canal company 
charter—the east fifteen feet of the 000 foot 
strip along the lake shore north of the river, 
and its organization was postponed until its 
plans were in more definite shape. 

Mr. Pugh said several days ago that, al- 
though the revocation of the dock company’s 
charter might block his organization plans 
indefinitely, it would not interfere with his 
efforts to place his project before the city 
council for approval. The fifth set of plans 
may be in shape for presentation to Mayor 
Busse for transmission to the counci! a week 
from Monday.

Stories of Irregularities in Dead Man’s 
Estate Strongly Denied.

Mrs, Anne Fischer, 43 Roslyn place, whose 
husband, William D. Fischer, a real] estate 
déaler, committed suicide on May 5, has 
asked police aid in running down some per- 
son whom she accuses of trymg to make 
trouble between herself and the creditors of

A photographer in the employ of the myste- 
rious pérton yesterday appeared at thé cou 
ty. re er’s Office and 6 copies OF tru 
deeds in which Fischer was,once in 
Mrs. Fischer suspects a man with w 
hugband had business relatioiis. From some 
unknown source the rumor emanated that 
the widow thought her husband’s name had 
been..forged to certain papers, but Mrs. 
Fischer last night declared that no irregular- 
ities of any sort were suspected. 

Fischer did a thriving real estate business 
at 132 Clark street, and seemed to be devoted 
to his wife and two young daughters, On 
May 5 he appeared at the drug store of his 
brother, Oscar F.. Fischer, 1668 Wabash ave- 
nue, and complained of illness. He wént to 
the basement and twenty minutes later was 
found dead in a pool of blood. Investigation 
disclosed that hé had shot himself through 
the right temple. 


Feared Loss of Reason. 

Near the body was found a farewell mes- 
sage to this brother, which read in part: 

“I hope you will forgive me for the trouble, 
but I am sick and have suffered, nobody 
knows how. much. Your account is al! in 
books up to date. Tell Anna [his wife] to 
meet you déwntown. Tréat her right, as she 
is the dearest and sweetest woman that ever 
lived. Do what you can for her, as she is 
in pretty bad shape physically. 

**T hope you will do this for te, and tel! 
father and mother and Theodore that I hope 
they will forgive me, but I am afraid this 
worry and sickness. will drive me crazy. 

* Don’t get it in the papers if you can help 

Your loving brother, WILL. 
‘*P. S.—Tell my office to lock up.” 


Sought Relief from Neuralgth. 

The brother, Oscar; the widow, and Dr. 
L. B. Dénkle, 4519 Michigan avenue, the only 
witnesses heard, testified that Fischer had 
chronic neuralgia and was accustomed to 
taking headache powders. The coroner’s 
jury verdict read: ‘‘ Came to his death from 
shock and hemorrhage due to bullet wound in 
head, self-inflicted while temporarily insane 
from neuralgic pains.’’

finance.” He says that Europe. to compre- 
hend. and the crises preparing there, 
should . confound the anti-plutocratic 
movement with European socialism. 

After reviewing the’ immense sensation 
caused by the crusade of individual writers 
and official fnquiries and prosecutions inte 
matters of industry and finance, which he 
says have made Europe believe that America 
was a seething caldron of moral corruption, 
Sig. Ferrero insists that a close examination 
compeis a different conclusion. He gives it 
as his opinion that the anti-plutécratic move- 
ment wes fostered by: the jealousies of’ the 
middle classes against the rich and that it 
borrowed many catch words from socialism. 

His fundamental idea, however, was to 
prove that America, so often accused of ma- 
terialism, was still strongly inspired by puri- 
tanical tradition and democratic instincts. ~~» 

“Philosophers find that immorality and 
corruption in modern society are forces 
which lead to better things, but the masses in 
America are not imbued with such a pro- 
found philosophy.

of Justice Dugro of the Supreme court re-

George Griffin, a Pullman porter, from §2,500 
to $300. 

The negro was arrested in Mortreal charged 
with stealing a pocketbook, but the charge 
was not substantiated and he was released. 
He brought suit for false arrest against 
Daniel H. Brady, a New York manufacturer, 
who had caused his arrest. 


Thought $2,500 Was Too Much. 

Griffin asked for $10,000 damages. When 
the suit was tried before Justice Dugro last 
November the justice decided that the verdict 
of $2,500 returned by the jury was excessive 
and should be set aside unless the plaintiff 
stipulated that the verdict be reduced to $800. 
Counsel for Griffin would not consent to the 
reduction. 

The records in the case which went before 
the Appellate division disclose interesting re- 
marks to the jury by Justice Dugro, among 
which were the following: 

*“*T’regret, gentlemen, that your verdict is 
so large, for I must set it aside. No such 
verdict would stand. This man was earning 
less than a dollar a day, according to his own 
statement; his loss of wages was, therefore, 
only $2 or $3, and then the humiliation and 
anxiety of mind. 


Men Must Be Congidered. 

“ He was a colored man, arid while you have 
no right to weigh the différence you must 
consider men, You cannot consider what I 
would take to have this happen to me. I 
would not take a million dollars to have this 
happen to me, but that is no reason why you 
should award a million. 

“No such verdict as §2,500 ever would 
stand for a moment in any court. He wasa 


porter, and while he is just as good as the 
president of the United States, and if he is 
imprisoned wrongfully he should be paid for 
it, it would be bad argument to say he is 
just as good in many senses. He would not be 
hurt juat as much if put into prison as every 
other man would be. If heis a colored man 
the fact that he is a colored man is to be 
consi You cannot gay he is just the 
same as,a white man when you come to say 
how much shame he will suffer.

“One regrets even, in 
the delicate state of public opinion, both in 
Germany and Higiland, the talk of signs of 
trouble between thém.”

“it is a serious position, one that I think 
we all strongly ‘feel at*the bottom of our 
hearts endangers the peace of the world.

The trouble in the first place is 
thet this differential is more apparent than 
real, because the duty on raw sugar increases

The great mags of sugar imported into this 
country for refining is of the 05 degree grade, 
which pays 1.6 cents duty a pound, whereas 
the duty on refined sugar testing 100 degrees 
is 1.95 cents a pound. The differential in this 
case is less than one-third of a cent a pound 
and still further reduced by a treaty reduc- 
tion on all sugar coming from Cuba, which 
is now our greatest source of supply. . 


Would Hurt Both Sides. 

If the differential on refined sugar should 
be abolished entirely it would hurt the trust 
as a matter of course, but it also would hurt 
the beet growers still more. There are now 
no importations of refined sugar with a few 
trifling exceptions. If the difference in the 
duty between raw and refined sugar were 
abolished nothing but refined sugar would be 
imported as a matter of coyrse, so that the 
American growers would be deprived of their 
home market, as no refining would be done in 
this country. 

Moreover, sugar is the mainstay of the 
government from a revenue standpoint. if 
the duty on raw sugar of all kinds shoulé be 
reduced it would rean a positive and imme- 
@iate loss of revenue, which would cause 
consternation in the treasury department. 
The chances, therefore, are that the fight 
over the sugar schedule will be more or less 
perfunctory, because no one has yet devised

_ Chicago livé stock traders have joined in 
the protest against the proposed removal of 
the 15._per cent import duty on hides. Ata 
meeting at the Chicago live stock exchange 
yesterday a resolution was passed urging 
that all patrons of the Chicago market let 
their congressional representatives see the 
injustice of favoring eastern manufacturers 
in the removal of the protective tariff on 
hides while the present duty on leather and 
leather goods is maintained.

speeches strongly denounced the attempt to 
protect manufacturers at the expense of 
Attention was also 
called to the duty of Yc a bushel levied on 
importations of wheat. 

John Moore, president of the Chicago live 
stock exchange, had statistics to show that 
the duty on leather, as represented in the 
cost of shoés, amounted to 36 cente a pair. 
The tariff on hides enables cattle raisers to 
realize $1.00 to $1.60 a head more for their 
cattle than they could obtain with hides 
Placed on the free list. 

** Nevertheless,”’ said Mr. Moore, * western 
Producers would be satisfied to yteld the 
duty on hides if the manufacturers would 
be content to let congress abolish the duty 
on leather and leather goods.

Burlington to Establish New 
Schedules te Colorado City 


The traveling publfe and the Harriman 
lines are given an important victory by the 
decision jof the interstate commerce coOm- 
mission, made public yesterday, in which 
the Northern Pacific railway is ordered to 
open the Portland, Ore., gateway to travel 
from the east by establishing joint through 
rates over the Union Pacific lfhes and the | 
Northwestern on or before July 1. 

By a divided opinion, the commission holds 
the present routes to Tacoma and Seattle } 
over’ the’ Northern Pacific and Burlington 
roads via St. Paul or: Billings, Mont., do not 
afford the public opportunity for reasonable 
and satisfactory service. In order to enable 
the passenger to travel by any route he se- 
facility. the commission 
orders the Northern Pacific, Union Pacific 
lines, and the Northwestern to join in the 
sale of through tickets via Portland between 
Seattle and other points in the northwest and 
Chicago. Bi 

The roads also are required to accord 
through facilities, like the checking of bag- 
gage. over this route. 

The case. has been the subject of contro- 
versy between the Hill and Harriman lines 
The Northern Pacific has 
persistently refused to join in the sale of 
through tickets in order to keep for itself 
the long haul of 1,000 miles from Billings or 
1.900 miles from St. Paul, whereas on busi- 
ness received from the Union Pacific at Port- 
land it would receive only the local rate from 
Portiand to Seattle, about 140 miles. 

It is understood authoritatively at Wash- 
ington that it is the intention of the Northern 
Pacific, in connection perhaps with other 
roads, to carry the case into the courts with 
a view to obtaining an injunction to prevent 
the commission from putting its order into 
effect.

THE NORTH SIDE HARBOR. 
The need of an outer harbor to sup 
plement the facilities afforded by the 
river is genérally admitted. It is also 
generally admitted that the docks and 
piers of such a harbor should be the 
property of the municipality. The re- 
lation they would bear to the commerce 
of the city and the extensive territory 
which receives or sends goods through 
this port would be of such a hature that 
they should not be owned by any private 
corporation.

MESOPOTAMIA. <¢ 
The Psalmist tells how the Jews of 
the captivity sat down by the rivers of 
Babylon and wept. Now it is seriously 
proposed that the Jews of this generation

apparent that it would not be wise to 
depend on that. If the question were 
brought before the courts they ‘would 
not say that the right to build piers had 
been forfeited merely because it had not 
beeh used for over half a cefitury. They 
would ask whether there were reasons 
for the delay, whether the conditions had 
been such that there was public need 
of piers and docks north of the river 
mouth. If there bad been no need of 
them the courts might had that the 
company was not at fault because it did | 
not construct them. 

There is only one thing to be done, and 
the sooner it is done the better. That 
is to have the state revoke the authority 
it conferred on the dock and\canal com- 
pany before it shall have dene anything 
under it. The power of the state to take 
such action cannot be disputed. It was 
settled by the decision of the federal Su- 
preme court upholding the validity of the 
act repealing the lake front act of 1869. 
“Any grant of the kind,” said the Su- 
preme court, “is necessarily revocable.” 
Both branches of the legislature hare 
gone on record as favorable to a revoca- 
tion.’ Legislation to that end will be 
enacted. But the legislation contemplat- 
ed will simply restore to the state the 
control over the submerged lands north 
of the river mouth. It will not empower 
the city to utilize them. As it is not pro- 
posed that the state should construct a 
harbor, it should make the city its agent 
for that purpose. It can do that by pass- 
ing charter bill No. 8 or a proper en- 
abling amendment to the cities and vil- 
lages act. 

Furthermore, if the mayor's bond and 

revenue bills pass the city will be in a 
position at least to initiate harbor im- 
provement, in case a profitable and satis- 
factory contract is not made with private 
capital on the lines of the traction settle- 
ment. 
The city, in short, should be put in a 
position to deal with the whole problem 
with greatest advantage to itself and the 
region which will profit by the extension 
of port facilities at Chicago. 


FIRE TRAPS. 
How many more buildings in the city 
are like it? That was a question in the 
mind of many a flat dweller as the quick 
destruction of the “ Toledo” was watched 
or as the startling details of explosion 
and fire were read in the papers. The 
rapidity with which a structure, housing 
twenty-seven families, was literally eaten 
up by the flames bore testimony to flim- 
siness of materials, absence of fire walls, 


life. The good fortune that brought the 
disaster in midday is the only thing that 
explains why the casualty list is so small. 
Imagination easily pictures the horror 
had it come at midnight instead. 

The building laws are stricter now 
than they were if the easy days of the 
world’s fair year, when firetraps were 
erected on every vacant lot. But many 
of the hastily constructed flats in the 
vicinity of Jackson park are still being 
used by families. And many other apart- 
ment buildings, not much safer in their 
arrangements, have been erected in Wood- 
lawn. and all over the city. The most 
careless observer, watching the walls go 
up, often rejoices to himself because he, 
at least, does not have to take chances in

should settle on the banks of those riv- 
ers and establish there a Jewish state.

Assuming that new homes should be 
found for the Jews of Russia and Rou- 
mania, much can be said in support of 

s latest colonization project. It is 
doubtful whether the Turks would con- 
sent to the establishment of a quasi in- 
dependent Jewish state in Palestine. 
Furthermore, that is a poor country from 
an agricultural point of view. It could 
not support all those whom the Zionists 
would like to see settled there. The Brit- 
ish government offered land for a colony 
in Africa, but there are several reasons 
for declining it. Centuries ago Mesb- 
potamia had an elaborate system of 
canals and, thanks to them, was an ex- 
tremely productive region. If the old 
conditions could be festored several mil- 
lion people could be settled there. 

There is not room now for many colo- 
nists. They would find a land of swamps 
and desetts. There will have to be a 
heavy expenditure for irrigation works 
before colonization on a grand scale can 
begin. The Zionists have much money at 
their command and they are willing to 
spend it to provide a home for the op- 
pressed Jews of Europe. It would not 
be Palestine, but it would be near there, 
and there would always be the hope that 
some time conditions would be such as to 
permit of Jewish supremacy in the prom- 
ised land. r 

It is said that the Turkish government 

will not object to the Jewish colonization 
of Mesopotamia and will give the colo- 
nists an ample mea®fure of self-govern- 
ment. There is every reason why the 
scheme should be welcomed. The restora- 
tion to Mesopotamia of its old time fer- 
tility and its oceupation by millions of 
industrious cultivators would add greatly 
to the wealth of the empire. Taxes 
would be collected where none are col- 
lected now. Furthermore, the Young 
Turks wish to reorganize the finances, 
They will be much More likely to get the 
assistance of the great Jewish financiers 
of Europe by showing a disposition to 
help their co-réeligionists. 
The project seems feasible. It can have 
few attractions for American Jews. They 
have a freer and happier life here than 
they could find anywhere in Asia. But 
there are millions in Europe who would 
find existence much sweeter if they could 
be transplanted to the banks of the Jor- 
dan, the Tigris, or the Buphrates.

Alexander, who has been an honest and ener- 
ar colonial administrator of the wrong 
eaded type, set everybody by the ears in 
Jamaica, where his resignation, consequent 
upon his ¢ontroversy with the American ad- 
miral, was hailed with euch genera! satiefac- 
tion, that every one was amazed when he an- 
nounced his determination of settling down 
at St. Andrews, which is practically a suburb 
of Kingston, and of making his home there. 
It was predicted that he would soon fall foul 
of his successor, who had been his colonial 
secretary, and these prophecies have come 
to pass, matters having reached such a stage 
that Sir Sydney publiely denounces Sir Alex- 
andér as “absurd,” while Sir Alexander is 
even still more vigorous and picturesque jin 
his allusions t6 the governor. 

Sir Sydney ts a familiar figure at Washing- 
ton, where he spent nearly a year about @ 
decade ago in connection with negotiations 
for reciprocity between the United States and 
the West Indian colonies. He is not merely 
@ Radical but even a Socialist in polijics, 
founded the Fabian society, and makes no 
seoret of his opinion that unless the British 
government takes some steps to promote 
West Indian, and espécially the Jamaican 
sugar industry, by vigorous action against 
the foréigh sugar bounty system, and by re- 
moving the duty imposed by England of more 
than §1 for every hundredweight of sugar 
landed either from the West Indies or from 
elsewhere, the West Indian islands, and es- 
pecially Jamaica, will seek annexation to the 
United States. He lays etrese on the fact 
that there is an important and ever growing 
party in Jamaica favoring this annexation, 
and it is in the agitation of this party and 
the fear which its activity has inspired in 
the past in colonial officials that must be 
sought the real explanation of the inner his- 
tory of Sir Alexander Swettenham’s quarrel 
with the American admiral.

Sir Sydney has written and spoken freely 
on the subject of Socialism, both previous 
and subsequent to his admission to the colo- 
nial service, without any remonstrance on 
the part of his chiefs; and in addition to his 
essays on Socialism, has written a number of 
poems and parodies, his most remarkable 
work, however, del his book on “ White 
Capital and Colored Labor,” issued as one of 
the series of the “ Socialist Library,’’ which 
is edited by the labor member of parliament, 
Ramsay Macdonald, and published by the* 
Indépendent Labor party in London. The 
book is anh indirect condemnation of the 
American treatment of the negroes, which he 
compares to its disadvantage with the con- 
dition ‘of the colored race in Jamaica, agree- 
ing with Prof. Josiah Royce of Harvard in 
his assertion that the negro question In the 
American sense is substantially solved upon 
that island. 

He points out that while the English in the 
West Indies have demonstrated to the negro 
that they are his superiors, they have not 
dinned it continually into his ears; they have 
not spurred the black man into violent resist- 
ance by forever expatiating on his inferior- 
ity. Courtesy, Sir Syfney insists, is essential 
to the proper treatnient of the negro, and he 
holds that the bad conduct of the latter in 
the United States is due ‘‘ far more to the 
attitude which has been taken and which is 
maintained towards him than to any inordi- 
nate fault in his composition."’ Ingistence on 
the negro’s inferiority prevents his good 
qualities from getting a fair chance of devel. 
opmeént ahd arouses his worst passions; in 
demonstration of which he points out that in 
the British West Indies attacks by black or 
colored men on whité women and children 
are absolutely unknown. 

Sir Sydney, in spite of his Socialist theories, 
knows how to be firm, and even autocratic on 
occasions, and wAtia ting governor of Brit- 
ish Honduras sho much energy and deci- 
sion of character in the suppression of native 
disturbances, having no hesitation whatso- 
ever in ordering tite police and troops to fire 
upon the mob. From Honduras he was sent 
as colonial secretary by Joseph Chamberlain 
to reorganize the official finances of Jamaica, 
which were in a state of chaos. 

So excellent was the work which he did 
there that when it became necessary to find 
a successor to Sir Alexander Swettenham, he 
was selected for the post, at the unanimous 
request of the Jamaicans, indorsed in this 
instance by all of his official superiors at the 
colonial department in London. He has any 
number of friends tn this country, is married 
to the daughter of a Kentish county court 
judge, is a graduate of Oxford, and shines 
above everything else by his keen sense of | 
humor and by his wonderful tact. These 
have contributed to render him the most suc- 
cessful and popular administrator that the 
ancient colony of Jamaica ever has known. 
The office which he holds is one of the blue 
ribbons of the British colonial service. In 
view of the fact that England is a monarch- 
ical country, and that the governof general 
is the personal representative of the crown 
and of the sovereign, it is altogether extraor- 
dinary and unique that the office should be 
held not merely by a pronounced Radical but 
by a professing and avowed Socialist.

School Statistics from Canada. 
{United States Consular Reports. } 

In the province of Ontario the number of 
male teachers in the public schools is per- 
ceptibly decreasing. In 1907 there were 1.201 
male teachers in the rural schools as against 
4,887 female teachers. In the urban schools 
the number was 582 men as against 3.273 
women. In 1906 the percentage was 19.08, 
and it fell to 18.02 in 1907. The total ex- 
penditure in primary schools was $7,556,179, 
an increase of $1,152,973 over the previous 
year, while the expenditures on high schools 
and collegiate institute were $1,213,606. an 
incréase of $164,408. The amount expended 
in teachers’ salaries in primary schools was 
$4,389,524 

The school system is largely on the line of 
the American common schools, although the 
English rule of spelling is adhered to by a ma- 
jority of the teachers. Formerly American 
text books and histories were largely in use, 
but these are being supplanted by Canadian 
or English versions. 


Making Opium Buying Bothersome, 
{London Lancet. ] 

A.quaint touch of oriental ingenuity to 
harass the persistent users of opium has 
been invented by the superintendentsof po- 
lice at Canton. This official has issued 20,000 
wooden licenses, ten inches long and eight 
inches broad and three-fifths of an inch 
thick, On the front of these boards are 
characters giving the smoker's name and 
address and the quantity allowed per diem, 


The licensees are not allowed to cover their 
boards when going to buy opium, but must 
wear them conspicuously so that all may see 
them. Next year these wooden licenses are 
to be two feet long by one‘and a half broad 
and three-fifths of an inch thick. .

Mrs. Ward apparently believes that there is 
little or no excuse for divorcing. The hero of 
her story, Roger Barnes, which sounds more 
like a New England than an old England 
name, is a well born, good looking young Eng- 
lishman who comes to this country In search 
of a rich wife. He finds a most attractive 
heiress and immediately makew love to her. 
He is of the good Jooking English type, which 
Mrs. Glyn admires as much as does Mrs. 
Ward, His good looks from his childhood 
had been the distinguishing and remarkable 
feature about him. He had been a king 
among his schoolfellows largely because of 
them and of the athletic prowess which went 
with them: “ Nose, chin, brow, the poising 
of the head on the shoulders, the large blue 
eyes, lidded and set with a Greek perfection; 
the delicacy of the lean, slightly hollow 
cheeks, combined with the astonishing 
beauty and strength of the head, crowned 
with. ambrosial curls—these possessions, to. 
gether with others, had so far made life an 
easy and triumphant business for their own- 
er.” Like the girl in the poem, his face was 
his fortune. for, according to his uncle, he 
hadn't a farthing but what his mother al- 
lowed him, but he had “ the tastes of 40,000 
a year.”’ 

His mother wrote to him from the other 
side to make the most of his American oppor- 
tunities, as it was imperative both for his 
sake and for hers that he should marry 
money. He was not at all disturbed by this 
command, as ah American would have been, 
and set to work at once to look for an heiress. 
Daphne Floyd almost fell into his hands. 
He had not been here but a few weeks before 
he met her; she was an orphan with miliions 
in her own right; she was not exactly pretty, 
but ‘“‘she had very large dark eyes anda 
small glowing face, set in a profusion of 
hair.””

Roger Barnes and Daphne Floyd met on 
the way to Mount Vernon, and became quite 
intimate in strolling through the house and 
over the grounds of that historic home on the 
Potomac. Almost immediately the conver 
sation between these two fell upon divorce. 
Daphne told him the story of a Mrs. Verrier, 
who was one of the party, how she had mar- 
ried a rich Jew, a man of refinement and 
cultivation, but who was not accepted by her 
fashionable friends in New York; she was 
more or Jess ostracized and unhappy because 
of this. There was nothing against her hus- 
band but his race, still, on the advice of her 
family and friends, she decided to divorce 
him; when he discovered that her mind was 
made up on this point he committed suicide. 
Roger Barnes thought this was a horrible 
story; he could not believe that Mrs. Verrier 
had had anything to do with the talk about 
divorce from her husband.

He 
may not be able ’’—he hesitated, then brought 
the words out firmly—*“ to forgive you.” 

To forgive her! That strikes me as being 
grimly humorous. Daphne's argument was 
that no woman should be forced, either by 
law or opinion, to continue the relations of 
marriage with a man she has come to de- 
spise: ‘* Marriage is merely proclafmed love; 
and if love fails, marriage has no further 
méaning or raison d’étre; it comes, or should 
come, atitomatically to an end. This is the 
first article in the woman’s charter, and 
without it marriage itself has neither value 
nor sanctity.” 

Mrs. Ward, who is an anti-suffragist, leads 
us to believe that Daphne is a suffragist. 
She had, we are told, given herself—with 
reservations—to the Feminist movement: 

It was not in her nature to give herseif whoily 
to anything; and she was instinctively critical & 
people ho professed to be her leaders, and pre, 
grams t6 which she was expected to subscribe, 
Wholehearted devotion, which, as she rightiy sald, 
meant blind devotion, had never been her line; 
and she bad been on one or two occasiogseffep- 
sively outspoken on the subject of 
persons in the movement. She w&s not, thefefore, 
popular with lier party, and did not card to be; 
her pride of money held her apart from the rank 
and file, the college girls, and typists, and journal- 
ists who filled the Feminist meetings, and oftea 
made themselves, in her eyes, supremely ridicu- 
lous, because of what she considered their sillp 
provinciality and lack of knowledge of the world, 


In the course of this story Mrs. Waré steps 
aside from the plot and makes a remark or 
two of her own, as, for instance, when in 
Washington she enjoyed herself more, ap- 
parently, than when in New York, because 
of the political atmosphere. Every one who 
has read Mrs. Ward’s novels knows how she 
revels in politics: “‘ What the opera and ine 
ternational finance are to New York, politicg 
and administration are, as we all know, to 
Washington. And the visitor from Europe, 
conversationally starved for want of what , 
seem to him the only topics worth discussing, - 
finds himself within hearing once more of 
ministers, cabinets, emPassies, and parlia- 
mentary gossip.”’ . 

At the time of Mrs. Ward's visit to Wash- 
ington Mr. Roosevelt was president. She 
describes the reception at the White house: 

The guests streaming through the White house 
defiled past a man, who, in a level and docketed 
world, appeared to his generation as the reincar- 
nation of forces primitive, overmastering, and 
heroic. An honest Odysseus—toil worn and storm 
beaten, yet still with the spirit and strength, the 
many devices of a boy; capable, like hi> prototype, 
in one short day of crushing his enemies, uphold- 
ing his friends, purifying his house; and then, 
with the heat of righteous battle still upon him, 
with its gore, so to speak, still upon his hands, of 
turning his mind, without a pause and without 
hypocrisy, to things intimate, and soft, and pure~ 
the domestic sweetness of Penelope, the young 
promise of Telemachus. The president stood, a 
ruggea figure, amid the cosmopolitan crowd, 
breasting the modern world, like some , oceas 
headland, yet not truly of it, one of the great 
fighters and workers of mankind, with a laugh

that grasped and cheered, where other hands 
withdrew and repelled. This one man’s will had

New York Commission’s Bituminous 
Binder Gives Protection Against 
Automobile Trafic. 


Albany, N. Y., May 21.—A radical depart- 
ure in the method of constructing improved 
highways to ,/# vide against damage to the 
top course or wearing surface of the mac- 
adam by automobiles, is under contemplation 
by the state highway commission. 

“It has been found,’ says the commission, 
“that if the top course be constructed with

OAQUIN MILLER holds an anomalous 
- positton in American literature. It isa 
pity that this is so, for by reason of his 
experience, faith, and especially by his 
¥ abounding optimism, he deserves a wider 
and more worshipful recognition than he has 
had. In one certain light there is no more 
significant and picturesque figure in the 
United States today than Joaquin Miller, sit- 
ting on his “ Heights,” at Dimond, Cal., a 
position whose symbolism few outside of his 
state seem toappreciate. Dr. Hale has not so 
sunny an out of doors spirit, nor is he the 
sweet poet. Other comparisons might be in- 
stituted, but when all is said the “ Poet of the 
Sierras " stands alond today, a prophet and a 
forward looker rather than a stranger tarry- 
ing with us from other days.

The poet was born in a covered wagon, 
“pointed west.” His first recollection was 
of traveling in another such wagon to a 
place where his father would teach. He had 
gone through an unsuccessful experience in 
“ storekeeping,”’ in which he had spent all 
his wife’s money, and ended in the hands of 
the sheriff, because he had been too generous. 


Among other things they made maple sugar, 
which they sold to the Indians. Then more 
dowry came with “ Grandpapa Witt” who, 
with his practical good sense, planned to 
move the family to the newly opened half of 
the old Miami reservation, for which there 
was a rush of settlers. Here they got a real 
foothold, The father taught, was the 
“ squiré,” and married people, but soon they 
heard of Whitman and Oregon. They moved 
once more, to the corn growing region on the 
Wabash, where they raised a great crop, but 
all got chills and fever. 


With Oregon came new pioneering work, 
the father teaching, and all the children 
doing so at the earliest possible moment. 
These tiny boys, who had hauled and sold 
the corn when their elders were too sick to 
move, and then were sick themselves, found 
work clearing brush and making rails while 
their father was away on the long quest up the 
valley for a claim. And later, the future 
poet, a frail child of 13, runs away from home 
and becomes cook in a mining camp and a 
partner in the findings. He is a few months 
later in an Indian fight, and an arrow which 
pierced his jaw and came out at the base of 
his brain. came near ending his life there and 
then. He was without memory and other 
mental faculties for months. His first song 
was written to order in this mining camp. 

It was all a wondérful life, for one who 
could see the wonder of it, as the poet did.
